offices, vestibules and galleries are almost innu- 
merable; its cubic contents exceed fifteen millions 
of feet, and it. contains not less than between five 
and six hundred distinct apartments, amongst 
which will be a chapel for divine worship, formed 
out of the crypt of old St. Stephen’s. 

Folding doors of burnished brass, formed of de- 
licate tracery, in the style of the florid Gothic, 
admit the House of Commons to the gorgeous 
apartment in which the peers are to deliberate. 
The ceiling is not arched, but perfectly horizontal ; 
massive ribs, carved and gilt, divide it into eighteen 
compartments, and each of these is subdivided 
into five minor panels, the ground of those panels 
being azure, enriched with heraldic devices. 
During the day it will be lighted by twelve win- 
dows, six on either side, which reach nearly to 
the ceiling, but do not approach within twenty 
fect of the floor. ‘These apertures are to be double 
glazed, the inner portion being stained glass. 
Upon the same level with the windows, but on 
the northern and southern walls, are six compart- 
ments, ultimately to be filled with fresco paintings. 
One of thesé six, which stands immediately over 
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the throne, has been completed; the subject is 
the baptism of Ethelbert. The spaces between 
the several windows and compartments are four- 
teen in number, and they contain niches which 
are yet to be filled with statues of the barons who 
obtained Magna Charta. The gallery for strangers 
contains accommodation for about one hundred 
and fifty persons. The throne and the reporters’ 
gallery fill spaces of pretty nearly equal extent, 
but at opposite ends of the house. With the ex- 
ception of those spaces, there is carried round the 
entire apartment a light gallery, consisting of only 
one line of seats, and capable of containing about 
one hundred and eighty persons. This portion 
will be appropriated to a few ladies, and to the 
members of the House of Commons. 

On the floor in the upper division is the throne, 
together with the spaces assigned to distinguished 
foreigners and eldest sons of peers. Next comes 
the body of the House, capable of containing the 
four hundred and forty lords spiritual and tem- 
poral, ‘The table and woolsacks will of course 
oceupy the middle portion of the floor. At either 
side of these are placed, on ascending steps, five 
lines of benches, covered with scarlet morocco 
leather, which willbe of course reserved for the 
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exclusive use of the peers. The body of the House 
is about fifty feet in length, by the full breadth of 
forty-five feet. The new throne is distinguished 
by an airy, light, and graceful character. The 
platform on which her Majesty’s chair will stand 
1s ascended by four steps, on either -side of. which

Here let us record our best 
wishes for the new and rising port of Birkenhead, 
which we remember well, and not so many. years 
ago, to have reached from a ‘‘slip’’ at Liverpool, in 
the only conveyance then afloat for the accommo-

The arms of the suc- 
cessive chancellors, placed in juxtaposition with 
those of the monarchs under whom ‘they served, 
are emblazoned upon shields in a line, formed on 
the wood ceilings under the side galleries. In the 
most elevated and conspicuous part of the throne 
there are five niches in which statuettes will be 
placed, fully armed, each in the costume of one of 
the five British orders of knighthood.

OPENING OF THE BIRKENHEAD 
DOCKS. 


Monpay last was a day of great rejoicing, as will 


be seen by our provincial column, on the shores of 


the Mersey. One hundred thousand persons as- 
sembled to witness the opening of the docks at 
Birkenhead, an undertaking which in magnificence 
of conception, magnitude and solidity of construc- 
tion, and accommodation for the great object for 
which they were designed is equally celebrated, 
even in this unrivalled era of mighty achievements. 

Few years have elapsed since the site of this, the 
now most populous part of Cheshire, was an almost 
tenantless and comparatively worthless district. 
Behold! then, now the foundation of a port to 
rival its parent, Liverpool, the metropolis of the 
north. For ourselves we entertain not the least 
doubt of the successful result of that ability, in- 
dustry, and judicious forethought which have been 
exercised in the execution of this great and impe- 
rishable monument of British enterprise and intel- 
lect, and of that untiring zeal for which our coun- 
trymen of the north are so justly proverbial. 5 

Lord Morpeth, as Chief Commissioner’ of the 
Woods and 
the Wallasey estate, who attended on this occasion 
of national interest, very correctly observed in the 
admirable speech which he delivered at the dinner

On Tuesday the Queen and Prince Albert walked 
on the Kastern-terrace and Slopes. The Prince of 
Wales, Prince Alfred, the Princess Royal, and the 
Princess Alice, took walking and pony exercise. The 
Princess Helena was also taken an airing. In the 
afternoon her Majesty and Prince Albert rode out in 
a pony phaeton and pair, the Prince driving. Lieut.- 
Colonel Seymour attended on horseback. The Karl 
and Countess Grey took leave of her Majesty and 
Prince Albert early in the forenoon, and left the 
Castle, on their return to their seat near Datchett. 
The Countess of Gainsborough was succeeded by the 
Countess of Mount Edgeumbe as Lady in Waiting.

Sir,—I cannot help addressing to,you a few 
words on the subject of * The Greatest Plagues in 
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Life,” alluded to by your correspondent Simpuiciry. 
It is one of deep and vital importance to society at 
large. Much has been said and done of late years 
with regard to educating the ProrLE. Time was, 
even since the date of authentic record, when 
there existed not a man save the priests south of 
the Humber who was found capable of translating 
the Latin service, the only one then in use; when 
few, very few, could either read or write when eyen. 
our nobies did not blush to make a cross as their 
signature. Now, perhaps, almost equal difficulty 
would be encountered in searching for one ignorant 
of the arts of reading and writing. Ignorance has 
been put to flight: knowledge, like the light of 
heaven, has been disseminated throughout the 
land. And what has been the consequence ? 
From a horde of ill-clothed, ill-fed, ill-housed bar- 
barians, we have become a polished and intel- 
lectual people—the luxuries of civilized life have 
flowed in upon us in abundance. Instead of 
trembling at the idea of an invasion, and longing 
for the protection of some foreign power, we are 
become a nation numbered among the greatest, if 
not the greatest, upon the earth, extending our 
protecting wing over millions of human beings in 
every quarter of the globe. Even the pastimes of 
our ancestors, Which partook so much of savage 
nature run wild, have been hooted from our happy 
isle; or, if an occasional remnant remain, it has 
usually to hide its diminished head in some out- 
lawry cave, and kick in expiring agonies upon 
the theatre of some yet unpurified nook where 
the darkness of the past still lingers, And who 
would have it otherwise? What Briton would 
throw from him the discoveries of science, the 
benefits of art? What nobleman yearns to lux- 
uriate on the rush carpets of his forefathers ; or 
what boor longs even in these times of scarcity for 
a dish of horse-chesnuts? But let us look closer 
at this beautiful fabric of the present, the arith- 
metic of whose advantages we have left by a thou- 
sand-fold uncounted; and while we confess that 
we have much to be proud of, much of which we 
may justly boast, let us examine if there be 
nothing for which we should blush; let us see 
whether our architectural skill has not been la- 
vished on the splendour of external decoration with- 
out due attention to internal arrangements. In en- 
larging our sphere of knowledge, and consequent de- 
velopment of understanding, have we remembered 
that a capacious and useful building for the every- 
day purposes of domestic life is not all steeple—that 
man is not all head? Have we recollected that the 
heart hath its chambers, which require to be “ well 
swept and garnished,” and filled with guests 
worthy of our immortal destiny, and which, if 
left void, will infallibly become the haunts of those 
foul spirits to which our fallen nature is but too 
prone to open? Where is the moral greatness 
which should correspond with our commanding 
position and our intellectual attainments ? 

I do not mean to say that we are destitute of 
moral greatness ; thank God, we have many, very 
many, proofs to the contrary in every walk of life ; 
but, in our highly-favoured land and age, are we 
all, are we as amass, what our superior light should 
make us? Is our viRTUE in any degree commensu- 
rate with our KNOWLEDGE ? 

I have chosen as a motto to this a line from your 
excellent, well-written, and justly-conceived paper 
on “The Rights of Woman,” because the human 
mind, in every phase of society, every grade of life, 
is still the human mind; an still we must only 
expect to reap where we have sown, and a crop of 
the kind we have sown. If the land be neglected 
or only partially cultured, the tares which the wild 
birds of the air let fall will soon be the only growth 
of the soil, for they will choke the fruit of a nig- 
gard or unwise tillage. How fully is this exempli- 
fed in the pages of each day’s history! As a 
nation we have learned to appreciate intellectual 
greatness ; therefore we have taken steps to become 
intellectually great, and we are 80+ we have aimed 
at mental growth, and therefore have attained it. 
We have diffused knowledge: the light of mind, 
and knowledge has been the result of this diffusion. 
But have we not, dazzled by the discoveries of 
science, forgotten “‘ the weightier matters of the 
law’’? Who alone can make us faithful members of 
society and faithful servants of the most high God ? 

Would that my feeble pen were gifted with power 
to awaken a few noble philanthropic spirits to see 
where the evil lies, and with a skilful hand to ex- 
tract the core, ere the canker pervades and poisons 
all; for we must fully fathom the cause of the 
disease ere we can hope successfully to undertake

wait my arrival. I left the Iris at 7 30a.m., and 
pulling the 17 miles in three hours and a half, found 
all ready for my reception. As I stepped on shore I 
was received under a salute yy 15 guns by Pangeran 
Moumien, and the Sultan me

enfilading the divan ; and as they presented arms 
observed the old monarch trembled in his slippers ; for 
he evidently entertained some slight suspicion that, as 
he well merited punishment, I would act as his High- 
ness would certainly have done in my place—namely, 
kidnapped him by treachery.

THE Revenve.—The Revenue Returns for the year 
ending the 5th inst. presenta very considerable increase 
upon a comparison with the preceding year. The 
several heads of increase are as follows :—Customs, 
£1,132,002; excise, £661,572; taxes, £33,119 5 pro- 
perty-tax, £379,840 ; post-office, £52,000; mis- 
cellaneous, £129,273 ; imprest moneys, £22,651. 
pains this increase is to be set a decrease, under 
other heads of revenue, to the amount of £872,289, 
leaving, however, a clear balance of £1,538,168, in 
favour of the year just terminated. 

The directors of the Bank of England, at their 
weekly meeting on Thursday, came to the determination 
of at once advancing the rate of discounts to five 
per cent. 

THE Royat Hosrrrats.—On Monday the Lord 
Ma or received the hospital reports for the past year 
at Christ’s Hospital, upon the occasion of the preach- 
ing of the first spital sermon at Christ Church. We 
take the following extracts from them :—Christ's 
Hospital.—Children put forth apprentices and dis- 
charged from Christ’s Hospital the year last past, 194, 
some whereof being instructed in mathematics and 
mavigalion were placed forth apprentices to com- 
manders of ships out of the mathematical school 
founded by his late Majesty King Charles II.; 
children buried the year last past, 11; children now 
under the care and charge of the hospital in London 
and at Hertford, 1410; to be admitted on presenta- 
tions granted to this time, 248; total, 1658, St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital.—Patients admitted, cured, 
and discharged, during the last year, 5831 in-patients; 
19,758 out-patients ; 31,536 casualty patients, most of 
whom were poor sick and lame persons, and many of 
them being destitute of all relief have been supplied 
with money, clothes, and other necessaries, to enable 
them to return to their several habitations; amount- 
ing together to 57,125; died, 383; remaining under 
cure, in-patients, 493; out-patients, 2798. St. 
Thomas’s Hospital.—There have been cured and dis- 
charged from St. Thomas’s Hospital in Southwark, the 
last year, of sick, wounded, maimed, and diseased 
persons, 3692 in-patients, and 26,928 medical and 
surgical out-patients, including casualties, some of 
whom have been relieved with money and necessaries 
at their departure, to accommodate and support them 
in their journeys to their several habitations; total, 
80,620. Died, after much change in their sickness, 249. 
Remaining under cure, in-patients, 428; out patients, 
1504. So that there has been, during the last year, of 
poor miserable objects under the care of the said 
hospital and destitute of proper care, in all 32,801. 
Bridewell Hospital.—Received into this hospital during 
the last year, under commitments by the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen of this City, as criminals or disorderly 
persons, who have been kept to hard labour, or re- 
ceived correction, 1122; apprentices sent by the 
Chamberlain for confinement, 32; received into the 
hospital during the same period sundry poor persons 
who had been found wandering abroad and begging in 
the city of London, 168. The House of Occupation 
of Bridewell Hospital —Remaining in the House of 
Occupation at Christmas, 1845—101 males, 92 females; 
‘admitted in 1846—48 males, 38 females; discharged 
in 1846—50 males, 29 females. Remaining at Christ- 
mas, 1846—99 males, 101 females. Of the number 
discharged, 3 were expelled, 3 absconded, and all the 
rest left the house under favourable circumstances. 
Bethlem Hospital.—Remained in hospital, 1st of 
January, 1846, including those out on leave of absence, 
204 males, 396 females; admitted during the year 
1846—142 males, 171 females. Discharged.—Cured, 
67 males, 96 females ; uncured, 25 males, 62 females ; 
by request of friends, 3 males, 12 females ; improper 
objects, 17 males, 16 females. Died, 5 males, 10 
females. Remaining, December 3lst, 1846—Out on 
leave, 1 male, 5 females; in hospital, 216 males, 174 
females. The sub-committee meet every Friday at 
Bethlem Hospital to admit and discharge the patients 
from all parts of the United Kingdom, without ex- 
pense to their relations or friends, 

The Royal Hibernian Ball, in aid of the funds for 
the destitute Irish, took place on Wednesday night at 
Willis’s-rooms, and was excellently attended. No- 
thing could exceed the admirable arrangements made 
by the stewards for the convenience of visitors, and in 
their endeavours oe were ably seconded by the 

irectors of these popular rooms, 

é "At six o’clock a Wednesday, Mr. Gale ascended in 
his new balloon from the grounds of the Rosemary 
Branch Tavern, Peckham. After attainmg an alti- 
tude of about a quarter of a mile, the second car, a 
peculiarity of Mr. Gale’s invention, was let down, and 
within a few moments the intrepid acronaut descended 
by a rope ladder from the car above to that beneath, 
a distance of about 25 or 30 feet. Immediately after- 
wards Mr, Gale commenced firing a few de joie from a 
battery suspended beneath the second car. This feat 
was witnessed with intense interest by the myriads of 
spectators who had congregated to witness the ascent. 
Mr. Gale’s return to the upper car was greeted with 
loud cheers from the populace. He landed near Mr, 
Swaisland’s farm, in the parish of Ash, Kent, at half- 
past seven. He was well and kindly assisted by the 
country people. The balloon and all matters con- 
nected quite safe. 

On Monday morning the employés of Messrs. Crow- 
ley and Co., the railway-carriers, discovered that no 
fewer than twenty-six bales of goods, which had been 
transmitted to the firm for conveyance by the Camden- 
town rail, had been stolen. ‘The robbery is supposed 
to have been effected between three and four o’clock in 
the morning, by some expert thieves, from the great 


bulk and weight of the property taken, in the convey- 
ing away of which, it appears, they borrowed a horse 
and cart from some adjacent stables belonging to 
Messrs. Sutton and Co. ; 

A new and elegant church has been for some time 
in course of erection on the north side of the City- 
road, about an equal distance between the Angel and 
the Eagle Taverns, and is now nearly ready for con- 
secration. It is in the early English style of archi- 
tecture. 

No less than 19,170 persons passed on Monday 
through the British Museum. As an instance of the 
increasing interest which the public takes in_ this 
national collection, we may state that on Easter Mon- 
day, 1845, the number of visitors was 15,316; whereas 
on Monday there were 19,170. During the year 1841 
there were 319,374, whilst during last year there were 
750,601. An effective body of police was dispersed 
throughout the rooms, superintended by Sergeant 
Neale. The magnificent hall leading into the building 
was expected to be thrown open, but, in consequence of 
the works not being sufficiently advanced, the public 
was unfortunately deprived of a sight of that splendid 
piece of architecture. 

I’. B. Elvy, Esq., of Bow-hill, sent one of his grey- 
hounds, per rail, toa gentleman at the west-end about 
a fortnight since; after the absence of a week the 
faithful animal was found again at Bow-hill in an 
exhausted state. The remarkable feature of this cir- 
cumstance was, that the dog was conveyed to the 
London terminus in a close carriage, and then taken 
to the west-end in a closed-up vehicle, and that yet the 
animal should find its way back, not having a previous 
knowledge of the way he was taken. 

On Sunday morning Miss Mandeville, of No. 7, 
Upper Seymour-street, Mile-end, was so_ severely 
burned by the ignition of the bed and bedding from 
the flame of a candle, by which she had been reading 
in bed, that no hopes are entertained of her recovery. 
The accident was discovered by the nurse, who, re- 
quiring a bottle of medicine that she had left in the 
room, for one of the younger children afflicted with 
the hooping cough, found the bed burning, and but 
for prompt interference the whole house would have 
been*consumed. 

On Monday a man named John Parfleet, living at 
74, Lucretia-street, New-cut, Lambeth, while in a 
state of intoxication, reeled down a cellar-keep, in 
Kent-street, Southwark, sustaining several severe in- 
juries. On hearing that he was about to be conveyed 
to the hospital, he positively refused, saying he was a 
gentleman, and could offord to pay for his own doc- 
toring, He was accordingly carried on men’s shoulders 
to his own dwelling. It is said that on the 28th ult. 
he received a legacy of £119, and since then he has 
been continually inebriated, and fined twice to the 
amount of £6 for assaults, and £5 to pay for damages 
committed whilst in that state in a china-shop. 

On Monday a long inquiry was instituted by Mr. 
Bedford, at the Rising Sun, Charles-street, Grosve- 
nor-square, on the body of a male child, which was 
found concealed in a portmanteau at the residence of 
Thomas Wilson, Esq., a gentleman of fortune, No. 2, 
Upper Eccleston-street, Belgrave-square. Elizabeth 
Tuberville, lady’s maid in the service of Miss Wilson, 
stated that on Saturday last she and the housemaid 
were in a lumber-room at the top of the house, search- 
ing some old boxes for a bathing-cape belonging to her 
mistress, when on opening a portmanteau took out 
what seemed a parcel, and from the wrapper, which 
was a large picce of towelling, witness saw the fect 
of the deceased protruding. She hurried down stairs 
and told Miss Wilson of the discovery, and it was 
subsequently conveyed to the workhouse in Mount- 
street. Witness had no suspicion who placed the 
child where it was found, and the only servant who 
had been ill during the last twelve months was Sarah 
Barker, the cook, who had kept her bed twice. Mr. 
Edmond Shephard Symes, surgeon, stated that he 
had seen the body of the deceased child. He had not 
opened the body, as it was in such an advanced state 
of decomposition as to render it impossible to state if 
it was born alive. He should judge that it had been 
born about a month or six weeks. Dr. James Ca- 
meron Cumming deposed that he attended the cook 
in both her illnesses, and there was nothing to arouse 
his suspicions so far as she was concerned. Caroline 
Whyte, the housemaid, having coroborated the first 
witness’s evidence, Mr. Wilson said that he had the 
highest opinion of all his servants. He was at a loss 
to account for the finding of the body as described ; and 
the portmanteau, which was an old one, had not been 
used by him for two years, The coroner remarked 
that it was a most mysterious and extraordinary affair, 
the finding of a dead child in a gentleman’s house 
without any clue being obtained as to how it came 
there. There was a difficulty in the case, not knowing 
whether the child had or had not been born alive ; but 
the birth, notwithstanding, had been concealed, and 
the person who concealed it was punishable for so 
doing in another court, He should advise that the 
police be instructed to follow up the inquiry. Mr. 
Wilson said he certainly should not let the affair rest, 
and a verdict was then returned of ‘Found dead. :

On Sunday last, during the morning service at 


Powick church, a young lady was observed to be ina 
fainting condition, and the same symptoms. almost

They were 
conveyed into the open air and to the adjoining 
houses, and after some time and trouble they all 
recovered, having apparently suffered from incipient 
suffocation. It was found on investigation that the 
alarming occurrence was caused by the sulphureous 
vapour evolved in the process of combustion from 
the coke used for the purpose of warming the church. 

Two young men lost their lives on Sunday afternoon 
last, on board the brig Boulton, of North Shields, then 
lying in the harbour, under the following circum- 
stances :—The vessel had been smoked with charcoal 
the previous day to kill the vermin, and these young 
men went on board a little after one o’clock, and 
descended below in order to procure what they wanted. 
A boy, who was in the vsssel lying alongside, thinking 
in coming up, went over, and looking 
down the hatchway discovered them lying on the floor 
apparently motionless. He immediately gave an 
alarm, and ‘some men ventured down and_ brought 


them on deck, when it was discovered that they were 


dead. It was evident that their death had oc- 


curred from entering the vessel before the poisonous 
fumes from the charcoal had been allowed to escape.

It is a singular 
fact connected with the prisoner that her grandfather 
was executed for the crime of murder, having, after 
committing the deed, hanged the man up by a rope 
to a tinger-post, to induce the supposition that he had 
committed suicide. The prisoner sent on Friday for 
the Rev. Mr. Ottley, of Sudbury, whom she had pre- 
viously known, to whom she made a confession of her 
guilt, and of her having bought the poison at Sudbury. 
In this interview she fully acknowledged the justice of 
her sentence. Her execution is fixed for Saturday next. 
She has subsequently written out an acknowledgment 
of her guilt. ‘The written paper is, at present, a sealed 
document; but from what has transpired of her verbal 
confession to those attending her, she ascribed her 
guilty conduct to being urged into a marriage with the 
unfortunate victim, Foster, against her will—that her 
mother urged her into the match—and that she dis- 
liked her husband from the beginning. She added, we 
understand, that her husband was most kind and most 
tender to her at all times, and had never done or said 
anything that could give her uneasiness; but she had 
been forced into a marriage she loathed, or words to 
that effect. Ever since her confession, she has ap- 
peared easier, and is penitent.

N Monday last 
the whole of 
Greenwich Park, 
particularly One- 
tree-hill, and the

But the pride of the day was over, 
and, soon as the sun shot his scant ray through the 
leafless arms of the trees, they again rejoined 
their companions in running down the hill. The 
customary gaieties have continued during the 
week. 

A ludicrous circumstance is mentioned in the 
latest intelligence from the Cape. It appears that 
the mule is an animal unknown to the Caffres, and 
that a number of them had been used in the con- 
veyance of baggage, &c., by the troops. On one 
occasion a strong body of Caffres was rushing 
down upon a train of waggons, when one of the 
mules, by accident or instinct, opened his mouth, 
and uttered that peculiar sound which Cowper 
supposed might form one of the punishments of 
the wicked in the next world. No sooner had 
the dread sound been uttered than the Caffres 
fled as though 500 lions had been at their heels.

A letter from Pisa states that the Italian aéro- 
naut, Orlandi, who has made already four hun- 
dred and twenty aérial voyages with continucd 
success, has just completed an entirely new ma- 
chine, which is proved, with machinery, to enable 
him to have complete control of the balloon in the 
air, and to guide its direction with certainty. 


The last accounts from the Cape announce that 
the Hon. Granville Chetwynd, of the 78rd Foot, 
Captain Gibson, and Dr. Howell, of the 1st batta- 
lion of the Rifle Brigade, have fallen victims to the 
treachery of the Kaflirs. These three gentlemen, 
while on an excursion, were unfortunately attacked 
by a party of Kaffirs lying in ambush, and slain, 
Mr. Chetwynd, a most promising young officer, 
was second son of Viscount and Viscountess Chet- 
wynd, and was born in August, 1824. He entered 
the service in 1842, and was promoted to a licu- 
tenancy in 1844, 

We fed from Munster (Westphalia) that on 
the 29th ult. the bishop of that diocese, while 
walking in the corridors of his cathedral, between 
six and seven in the evening, was struck with apo- 
plexy, and died in a very few minutes. His last 
words were, ‘*My hour is come. O God! have 
mercy on my adul !’ He was raised to the see 
only on the 10th of December last. 

A letter inserted in the Diario di Roma, from a 
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Catholic inhabitant of Java, dated December 1, 
1846, states that the Sultan of the island of Banka 
had demanded the rites of baptism for himself and 
all his family from the Catholic priest at Singa- 
pore. He offered to build a church at his own 
expense in the principal town of Banka, The ex- 
ample of the Sultan would probably be followed 
by all the inhabitants of Banka and of the adjacent 
island of Bissiton. ‘The population of the two is 
about 60,000, mostly Chinese. 

The obelisk of Luxor, now on the Place de la 
Concorde, at Paris, weighs (according to M, Lebas, 
the engineer) 246 tons English. This, however, 
is greatly surpassed by the granite column of one 
single block which has been raised by the French 
architect, M. Montverrand, at St. Petersburg. It 
is about 96 feet high, and weighs three times as 
much as the obelisk of Luxor, 

There is a person in this town who can tell, in 
less than one minute of time, the day of the week 
on which the day of the month fell, in each year, 
from the birth of Abraham to the birth of Christ, 
a period of 1999 years, according to the old style ; 
and also from the beginning of the Christian era to 
the present date, or for any length of time to come, 
both according to the old and new styles. His 
son, only ten years of years, can do the same, 
without the help of books or tables. The same 
person says that the Ist, 8th, 15th, 22nd, or 29th 
of January, in all centurial years, never fell on 
Sunday, Tuesday, or Thursday, nor ever will 
whilst the present (Gregorian) calendar remains 
unchanged.—Preston Pilot. 

We have much pleasure to learn that the British 
Government are about to pay a just tribute of re- 
spect to the memory of our immortal bard Shaks- 
pere, by the purchase of the house in which he 
was born at Stratford-upon-Avon; and we hope 
the same noble and generous feeling may extend 
to Missolonghi, where Lord Byron died. The 
erection of a monument attached to the Vice-Con- 
sulate on the spot would tend to perpetuate the 
memory of one so renowned. Indeed, we hear 
from a correspondent who recently visited Misso- 
longhi that the actual house in which Byron died 
no longer exists, having been totally destroyed, 
as it will be recollected that, on the Turks storming 
that garrison, seventy aged men, women, and 
children entered a magazine and blew themselves 
up, preferring death to cruelty and slavery. With 
this heroic act fell the house sacred to our last im- 
mortal poet. ‘The proprietor of the site not only 
generously offers to give it for the erection of a 
monument, but also will give a handsome sum 
towards it; and surely the friends, the relations, 
the Government, and the admirers of his lordship 
will at once set on foot a subscription for so noble 
a purpose.—Malta Paper. 

At a late public dinner, Mr. Stephenson, tha en- 
gineer, said:—‘I have worked my way (but I 
have worked as hard as any man in the world), 
and I have overcome obstacles which it falls to the 
lot of but few men to encounter. I have known 
the day, when my son was a child, that, after my 
daily labour was at an end, I have gone home to 
my single room and cleaned clocks and watches, 
in order that I might be able to put my child to 
school.

On her return, her muni- 
ficent host presented to her the whole of the silver 
road, in token of his gratitude for the honour she 
had conferred on him. Since that time the mines 
and the province in which they are situated have 
borne the name of Castrovireyana.— Travels in Peru,

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FOREIGN INTELLICENCE. 
FRANCE. 

On Monday morning the Count de Sainte Aulaire 
arrived at Paris, and had immediate intery. ws with 
Louis Philippe and M, Guizot. 

Both Chambers met on Tuesday, but in neither 
House did the proceedings offer anything of striking 
general interest. 

The French Government has followed the example 
of England, and forbidden all French subjects to ac- 
cept letters of marque which Mexico has caused to 
be distributed in great numbers in English, Spanish, 
and French ports, in order to induce persons to arm 
privateers against American vessels. 

_ An action at law, in which M. A. Dumas was plain- 
tiff, and M. Devallade, the landlord of a house in the 
Rue de la Chaussée d’Antin, was the defendant, has 
been tried before the Civil Tribunal. In April, 1845, 
Dumas took, as yearly tenant at 1500f. (£60) rent, an 
entresol in the defendant's house, and a room on the 
fifth story, to which he could retreat to follow his li- 
terary labours in purer air, free from the noise of the 
street and the interruptions of visitors. Soon after- 
wards M. Dumas went to Saint Germains, and applied 
to M. Devallade to accept as tenant in his place Ma- 
dame Leprivier. The landlord consented, exacting 
from M. Dumas half a year’s rent in advance. Ma- 
dame Leprivier paid her rent regularly, and at the 
end of the year M. Dumas demanded the return of his 
deposit. The landlord, however, insisted upon still 
holding it as a security for such dilapidations as might 
be found when Madame Leprivier should leave; she 
had painted the ceiling of the bedchamber black, and 
lined it with a violet-coloured paper, which was nearly 
if not quite as dark. Besides this M. Dumas had or- 
namented the dining-room with shields emblazoned 
with his own arms and richly gilt. The court decided 
that the landlord had no claim for the rent of the up- 
per room. f 

Marse1uues, April 1.—An alarming fire broke out 
in this city, at about midnight, on the 30th to 31st 
ult. One person was burnt to death, an old lady, 
aged fifty-eight. Several persons were more or less 
seriously injured in their endeavours to escape. The 
loss of property is estimated at from 250,000f. to 
300,000f. ‘This loss falls upon the Indemnité, Royale, 
and Urbaine insurance-offices. 


SPAIN. 

Madrid journals of the 28th and 29th ult. announce 
the dismissal of the Sotomayor Ministry, which event 
took place by a royal decree, dated on the former day. 
Senor Pacheco, Ke leader of the Puritans, and an 
eminent lawyer, is the new President of the Council 
and Foreign Minister. ‘The other arrangements are— 
Salamanca, Minister of Finance; Benavides, Minister 
of the Interior; Mazzeredo, Minister at War; Sotelo, 
Minister of Marine; Pastor Diaz, Minister of Public 
Instruction. On the 29th M. Pacheco announced to 
the Chamber the policy of the new Ministers, which 
he said would be at home liberal, and abroad Spanish— 
that the Government would extend the benefit of the 
amnesty to all who would acknowledge the present 
Queen. We then asked an adjournment of the Cortes, 
which was agreed to. 

The Gazeta of the 8lst publishes the expected royal 
decree appointing M. Florencio Rodriguez Bahamonde 
Minister of Grace and Justice. The Cabinet was thus 
completed, and M. Pacheco had just received the 
corps diplomatique’s usual official visit. It was said 
that the new Ministry were about to assume an ‘‘ im- 
posing attitude’? towards Donna Maria’s domestic 
enemies. General Cordova seemed likely to retain 
possession of the Captain-Generalship of Madrid. It 
was generally believed that the Queen had permitted 
M. Olozaga to return to Spain and take his seat in the 
Chamber of Deputies, on an humble memorial having 
been submitted to her by M. Olozaga’s brother. 

PORTUGAL. 

We have Lisbon news to the 3lst of March. The 
Queen’s Government had failed to raise a loan either 
at home or abroad, and was consequently unable to 
prosecute the war with any effect. Disaffection was 
becoming very general amongst the Queen’s crdevant 
supporters. Sa da Bandeira had sailed out of Oporto 
with a force of near 2000 men, in two steamers, break- 
ing the Government blockade with ease, and it was 
apprehended at Lisbon that he would attempt to seize 
the capital by a coup de main. The garrison had been 
under arms on the night previous to the sailing of the 
packet 


The inability of the Government to pay its em-: 


ployés would cause the latter to desert in great numbers 
from the “volunteer”? battalions, should they be 
required to defend Lisbon. Saldanha had initiated a 
“transaction,” but his attempt would be probably un- 
successful, and there was an increasing probability that 
the dispute must be terminated by British mediation. 
By letters from Oporto of the 80th ult. we learn 
that things remained in statu quo. Saldanha had not 
left his old quarters, and the junta had made no move- 
ment against him. The Spanish colonel, Buenago, 


had gone to Lisbon, the bearer, it was rumoured, of, 


the heads of a convention between some of the leaders 

of the movement and the Queen’s general.

Cartsrune, March 27.—Last night}300 men, be- 
longing to the Society of Firemen, &c.; patrolled the 
city, and were distributed in several public-houses as 
their stations for the safety of the city, which, accord- 
ing to a prophecy of a gipsy, was to be reduced to 
ashes on the 28th of March. Some families had 
packed up their linen and other goods for safety some 
days previously. These said patroles are to keep 
guard in the streets during the following night.

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is, was careful of his author, and droll beyond 
measure—being such a talented writer himself, he can 
feel the power of a good thing, and never allows his 
vanity to lead him to believe (as some we could 
mention too often do) that any nonsense he could 
utter at the moment was very superior to the wit the 
author had laboured to set down for him. Mr. Buck- 
stone is a delightful actor to write for. Miss P. 
Horton, who‘comes next, poth for talent and attention, 
looked better than we have seen her look for some 
time; she sang as well as she usually does, and, with 
but very few exceptions, she did more than any other 
of the vocalists in the piece: she let the words of her 
songs be heard. Why will other young ladies not 
open their mouths ? surely there is no great cleverness 
in stifling a poor word in its very birth!

At this theatre a new opera—that is, new to this 
country—was produced on Monday evening, called 
“'The Barcarole,” the music composed by the talented 
Auber. It is filled with his charming melodies, ever 
new, and never tiring. ‘‘ The Barcarole”’ is a charm- 
ing air, and, by being repeated by nearly every cha- 
racter in the piece, is so well known by the audience 
ere they quit the theatre, that by the time they do, 
they all once more repeat it as they go out. We can- 
not go into the plot, for it is rather complicated and 
too long to be explained here. Mr. Allen sang very 
charmingly, as, indeed, he always does. Miss Romer, 
too, deserves high commendation, perhaps even more 
for her acting than her singing. As we observed of 
this young lady upon her first appearance, we think 
she was brought out too early, It is seldom, when a 
young person has once felt the sweets of public ap- 
plause, that they can be brought to believe it is still 
necessary to study on. If she have sense enough to 
know the value of perseverance, she may depend upon 
it that one day she will reach the top of her profes- 
sion; but that day has not yet arrived. Were we not 
her real friend, we should be less plain, perhaps, in 
our expressions. Mr. Loder took much care in the 
conducting of the opera; but, if he wish to bring his 
orchestra to anything like perfection, we must remind 
him that such a happy consummation cannot be 
brought about but by vast attention of all concerned 
in numerable or innumerable rehearsals. The opera 
was quite successful, and given out for every evening. 
After the opera, Shakspere’s “‘ Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” was enacted. This piece is too well known 
to need any particular notice, further than to bestow 
unqualified praise upon theacting of both Mrs. Stir- 
ling and Mr. Compton—it was excellent. 


LYCEUM. 

A few lines will suffice for the novelty at this theatre 
on Easter Monday.

OUR LIBRARY CHAIR. 


Here is a useful treatise on Corns, Bunions, 
&e., by Mr. L. Durlacher, surgeon-chiropodist to 
the Queen, (Simpkin and Co.) Ah! not even 
royalty is exempt from corns, among other an- 
noyances. George IV. suffered much from the 
growing inward of the great toe nail, and his im- 
patience under tediousness of operation is thus 
deseribed by Mr. Durlacher :— 


‘“‘His late Majesty, George the Fourth, was under 
my care, on account of the nail of the great toe on the 
left foot pressing into the flesh. It was much curved 
and thickened, principally towards the root. When 
walking, the pressure of the soft parts against the edge 
gave pain: oy its being properly attended to every 
fortnight, but little inconvenience was experienced, nor 
did it produce ulceration, nor any kind of sore. 

“ From the state of his Majesty’s health, instead of 
cutting away a portion of the nail, I only thinned it 
occasionally. This did not at all times satisfy his 
Majesty; he said there was a fulness about the lower 
part of the nail which he wished to have removed, and 
would frequently force one of my instruments under 
it, to show me what he considered ought to be cut 
away. This I always, by some excuse or othier, 
avoided doing. : y 

“At one of my operations I was treating the nail 
in the usual manner, when his Majesty asked me if I 
had got the piece out. I gave an evasive answer, when 
he rather pettishly remarked, that I did not under- 
stand or would not perform what he required; and 
with that his Majesty took the thin or handle part of a 
dressing comb, which was lying before him, and thrust 
it violently under the nail, forcing the piece upwards 
and outwards, so that the nail was lifted from the 
matrix or fold of skin to which it adhered. The rough 
manner in which this was done caused him great pain. 
The piece remained sticking out behind the flap, so 
that I was compelled to detach and remove it from the 
surrounding soft parts. The next day the toe was 
much inflamed, and erysipelas had commenced on the 
foot; it was therefore proper that Sir Astley Cooper 
should be sent for. The case remained under his hands 
for some time. 

“* His Majesty, with his usual kindness and urbanity, 
being apprehensive I was uneasy about his foot, desired 
Sir Astley to send me a letter stating there could not 
be any blame attached to the operation I had per- 
formed. 

‘As soon as the inflammation had subsided, I waited 
on his Majesty as usual, and followed my previous 
practice. His Majesty then gave his word that he 
would not touch the nail again, and this promise he 
strictly adhered to.” 

Closely connected with this subject, a complete 
history of the shoe, entitled “The Book of the 
Feet,” by J. Sparkes Hall (Simpkin and Co.), is 
really a very curious and interesting, and even eru- 
dite, publication ; the chronicle commencing with 
the Pharaonic ages and descending to the present 
time.

untrue in but too many portions of his estimate of 
the aspect of contemporaneous literature. 

Another issue of that surprisingly cheap pub- 
lication, ‘The Parlour Library,” gives us Alex- 
andre Dumas’ ‘* Memoirs of a Physician” (vol. 1), 
consisting of above three hundred pages. The 
translation is a clever one; not too literal, but 
nevertheless faithful. Messrs. Simms and M‘Intyre, 
the publishers, will no doubt experience a large 
sale for this very exciting and original composition, 
in which the unrealities of mesmerism are made to 
appear so marvellously like truth. 

Here is a nice little work, entitled “ Punctuation 
Reduced to a System,” by W. Day (Ollivier), 
who defines, as clearly as the best examples will 
permit, that which has hitherto been lett wholly 
to chance or misdirection. 


Chapters 8, 9, and 10 continue the unhappy 
lady’s miseries among ‘The Greatest Plagues 
in Life” (Bogue, Part III.), and introduce to 
our notice and admiration a couple of excellent 
designs by Cruikshank—one representing “Fol- 
lowers,’’ and the other ‘ Going out for a Holiday. 
The vehicle for drollery is good; but it must be 
admitted that if servants be generally indifferent 
(which in this country we believe to be the case), 
the fault is not in them, but in a social system 
whose aim it is perpetually and heartlessly to 
degrade ‘them. 

“‘ Howitt’s Journal’ (part 3) recommends itself 
by its usual onward and liberal tendency, and by 
its clever biography.

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MODELLING WAX FLOWERS. 


SCARLET PASSION-FLOWER. 
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This flower is cut out of white wax, the petals 
being five of the largest size, and ten of the 
smaller ones, for each flower. The smaller size 
petals are to be cut out of double wax. Then there 
will be a piece of white wax, about an inch in 
length and the same in breadth, to be cut in strips 
the third of an inch in breadth, beginning from 
the top; they are not to be divided, but kept 
altogether. Then there will be another strip, but 
that is to be three inches in length and one anda 
half in breadth; the strips of this are to be cut 
an inch in length. Next you will have to get 
pea~ green wax-—two very small size petals 
from which you are to cut out: that will be 
five of each of those. After you have done it 
get the red powder and mix it, and paint 
five of the ten which I have first named 
at each of the sides, not beginning quite from 
the top nor the bottom; the others are to be 
made up before you can paint them; the cor- 
responding five are to be placed in the largest 
size petals exactly in the centre; and both sides 
of the last-named petal to be folded together, 
and to be painted with the red tint, with the 
exception of the middle, which is to be left 
entirely white; it is the other side from which 
you have folded it: the smallest piece of white 
wax which you have cut out, that is, strips 
of it, are to be painted with the light yellow; 
on these smallest green petals, the smaller of the 
two, make a pleat in the middle with the pin, 
the narrow end of the other to be fixed; there will 
be five of these, which you will have to paint with 
the yellow tint at the end, which you have placed 
together. Then get three small pieces of green wax, 
aninch in length, and make the toprather larger, and 
a crease in the middle of the top, and paint it there 
with the yellow tint. Then get a piece of the 
large size wire and make the pulp three inches in 
length, of the same green wax; the pulp is to be 
made rather small, After that take the three 
pleces of green wax which you have just made, and 
place them round the pulp, at equal distances from 
each other, so as to be spread out. Then place a 
very small piece of green wax round the part of the 
pulp, 80 as to cover the point where they were 
joined together. Next you will have to put the 
five green (I mean the ten which you have paces 
together as five) round, the third of an inch lower, 
reclining outwards. The next will be the piece of 
white wax you have painted yellow; that is to 
£0 round the pulp as close up to the last as may 
be. Then you will have to make the rest of the 
pulp as thick again; that you will have to do by 

oubling a piece of white wax and placing it round 
the bottom of the part which youhaye justmade; then 
put round the piece of white wax not quite so high 
as the other ; place round the bottom a piece of 
the same green wax which you have been using, so 
as to cover the part which is not cut; and then put

He mixed up the ingredients and 
put the mixture in a bottle, and gave it to the witness 
Johnson. He had never known bitter almond water 
and compound strychnine powder used as medicine 
before, Cross-examined by Mr. Clarkson: He was 
not acquainted with the properties of bitter almond 
water, or of compound strychnine powder. He was 
not aware of bitter almonds as a medicine, and that if 
prepared in a certain way it was a strong poison.—Mr. 
Justice Coleridge, addressing the witness, said: I must 
say that this is the most monstrous thing I ever heard 
—to make up a prescription without putting in all the 
ingredients; nor does the circumstance of your 1gno- 
rance better the matter. Don’tmisunderstand my mean- 
ing. Tomakeupa prescription withoutincluding all the 
ingredients is a fraud on the person who brings the 
prescription. You must not give only what you happen 
to have in your shop; you ought to have said, “ I 
have not the ingredient;”’ you set up your judgment 
against that of the physician whose prescription it 
was, and you had no ae to interpose your judgment. 
—Mr. Moss, Mr. Bell, and Mr. Spratt, chemists, having 
given their testimony, an intimation was made that 
the case need not proceed further. — Mr. Justice 
Coleridge said the witnesses, with one exception, 
scemed agreed that if the prescription had been pro- 
perly made up the medicine would have been harmless. 
It was inferred, then, by them that when the stronger 
form was intended the word con. or concentrated 
would have been added.—Mr. Clarkson said there 
was not a shadow of doubt that Mr. Wakley ought not 
to have committed Dr. Cronin for trial, if, indeed, he 
should ever have had the case before him at all.—The 
jury not appearing to come to an agreement, Mr. Jus- 
tice Coleridge said that if they had any doubt in the 
case they should let the trial proceed, or allow him to 
sum up the evidence alread given, and then consider 
the verdict.—The case accordingly proceeded.—Robert 
Venables, B.M. of the University of Oxford, lecturer 
and member of the College of Physicians, had attended 
the analysis of the medicines in the prescription, and 
found that there was a sufficient quantity of prus- 
sic acid to cause death. He had never prescribed 
bitter almond water as a vehicle for conveying medi- 
cines, and he was not often in the habit of seeing the 
prescriptions of others. Looking at Dr. Cronin’s pre- 
scription, he saw only one mode of preparing it, and 
that was by Gray’s, which would render the bitter 
almond water perfectly harmless.—The jury expressed 
themselves perfectly satisfied, and, without calling 
further witnesses, at once returned a verdict of Not 
Guilty. 


MANSION-HOUSE.—Two boys, neither of whom was 
was more than twelve years of age, were brought before 
the Lord Mayor, charged with having made several 
attempts to pick the pockets of ladies who were pass- 
ing through the streets. The prisoners, although of 
such tender years, were well known to several of the 
City police. They had, some time ago, begun their 
predatory career by stealing any trifling property ex- 
posed at shop-doors; they then aimed at silk hand- 
kerchiefs in the pockets of gentlemen, and they 
ascended from that practice to the more difficult one 
of cribbing the purses of ladies. After having made 
many attempts without success, one of them received 
a severe slap in the face from a lady whose pocket he 
turned inside out. They were then taken into custody, 
but the lady seemed to think the chastisement she had 
inflicted quite enough, and refused to attend the jus- 
tice-room. An empty purse was found in the pocket 
of one of them. ‘Che prisoners said the police were 
mistaken. An officer who had upon a former occasion 
apprehended one of the boys said, upon seeing him in 
the cage, ‘‘ What! is it you again?” “Ay, ay, old 
fellow,” replied the boy, ‘I’m in for a ‘skin’ ”’ (a 
purse). 
spoken to on the subject, said ‘‘ There ’s not a greater 
thief in London than my son, and I hope he’ll be 
transported for life.”’ The mother of the boy said that 
until within the last seven or eight months her son 
was as good a child as ever lived, but he happened to 
get into bad company, and was charged with robbery 
upon which he was placed amongst the most depraved 
thieves. From that moment he became quite careless 
and would only become worse by being sent for punish- 
ment amongst experienced persons. One of the police- 
men said the boy certainly exhibited a total insensibi- 
lity to disgrace, for when in the cage, and questioned 
about his conduct, he began to dance, and gave what 
was called the double shuffle. The Lord Mayor con- 
sidered the case one which showed the necessity for 
increasing the responsibility of parents with respect to 
the dishonest conduct of their children. He hoped 
that her Majesty’s Government would, amongst their 
other great efforts for the benefit of society, include the 
consideration of the deplorable state of the thousands 
of poor children in the metropolis, whose condition 
appeared at present to be inevitable. ‘The wretched 
boys were remanded, and both swaggered out of the 
justice-room. 

SourHwaRK.—A_ Hoprp-ror Marriacr.— On 
Monday, Elizabeth Mary Maston, who described her- 
self as the widow of a late messenger of the Ordnance- 
office, Pall-mall, applied to Mr. Cottingham for his 
advice and assistance under the following circum- 
stances :—The applicant stated that since the decease 
of her husband she kept a school in Westminster, and 
about two months ago was introduced to a young man 
named Osborne, a jeweller, who, after some time, 
solicited her hand in marriage, As she had no objec- 
tion to him, he appearing to be a very steady, indus- 
trious young man, she consented to be his wife, and a 
day was appointed for the solemnization of their mare 
riage. Previously, however her intended husband 
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The boy’s father, one Spurrier, upon being 
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recommended her to go down to Gravesend, as well 
for the purpose of having the advantage of the country 
air and exercise as to procure a license for their nup- 
tials, to take place at the Old Church. Tuesday last 
was the day she was to proceed to the latter place 
accompanied by their bridemaid, and Osborne pro- 
mised to join them by the five o’clock afternoon boat. 
Before they quitted town, Osborne expressed a desire 
that she (applicant) might leave the keys of her house 
in Little Beare -street, Westminster, in his hands, 
saying that as there were thieves about in every direc- 
tion he was therefore anxious about her property, and 
that he should take care and see that she was not 
robbed. Having every dependence in his honour and 
integrity she entrusted him with the keys of the house, 
which contained a quantity of furniture of different 
descriptions, besides bed linen and other articles, in- 
cluding the whole of her wardrobe; and she left town 
perfectly satisfied that she would be soon joined 
by the man upon whom she placed such confidence. 
He, however, failed in his promise, but the following 
day he came to her at Gravesend, apologised for his 
not being there on the previous day, and then re- 
quested her to give him her late husband’s wedding- 
ring, in order that he might have some alterations 
made in it for their forthcoming nuptials. She at 
once gave him the ring off her finger, on which occasion 
she informed him that a license could not be obtained 
at Gravesend, but in town at Doctors’ Commons, and 
she hinted the necessity for her speedy departure from 
the former place. He opposed her wishes in this 
respect, saying that he would soon set the matter all 
right by calling at the church himself and getting the 
necessary document from the rector, 1n order that their 
marriage might be performed on the Thursday, the Ist 
instant, He then left her, saying he should return to 
dinner, but, not making his appearance the following 
day, she returned to town, and, to her mortification, 
found that her “ faithless lover’’ had stripped the house 
of all the property it contained, not even leaving her a 
bed to lie upon. In the course of her inquiry subse- 
quent to the above discovery she ascertained that he 
had disposed of her furniture to a broker in the New- 
cut, where she had since seen it exhibited for sale, and 
the latter admitted to her that he had purchased it of a 
man answering the description of the person of whom 
she complained. She added that her application was 
for a twofold object—the first, if possible, to have 
Osborne apprehended, and the other to prevent 
the broker from disposing of her goods. Mr. Cot- 
tingham inquired whether Osborne was her own age, 
but she replied that he was much younger; that she 
had, since the robbery, called at his lodgings, and was 
there informed that ue had left the place, and no one 
knew where he was gone; that on the strength of her 
marriage to him she had given up her scholastic es- 
tablishment, upon the fruits of which she lived, and 
that she was plundered of everything she had in the 
world. She had no other alternative than becoming 
the inmate of a workhouse.—Mr. Cottingham said that 
from the applicant’s account it appeared to be a most 
heartless robbery on the part of the man by whom she 
had been deceived under a promise of marriage. It 
was a great pity a woman of her years, instead of 
thinking of changing her position and marrying .a 
young man, had not rather have attended to her 
scholastic business and went on comfortably. How- 
ever, she had been plundered in the most heartless 
manner, and directions should be issued for the police 
to adopt speedy measures to take the plunderer into 
custody. With respect to the property that had been 
sold in the New-cut, the magistrate directed one of 
the officers of the court to call upon the broker and to 
warn him not to dispose of a single article sold to him 
under such circumstances, and that, in the event of the 
man who had stolen them not being taken into cus- 
tody, the broker should be made deliver them up to 
the owner in a week.—The applicant, who seemed 
exceedingly depressed in spirits, expressed her thanks 
for the interest taken by the magistrate in her case, 
and then quitted the court with the officer, to stop the 
sale of the goods at the broker’s shop. 
WonSHIP-STREBT.—A few days ago a poor man 
named Crowley appeared at this court as complainant 
against a ruffian named Chambers, who had broken 
his jaw. The case was fully proved against the pri- 
soner to be one of a most savage and brutal descrip- 
tion, and the latter was ordered to pay a fine of £2. 10s. 
to the Queen; the magistrate, however, suggesting to 
the complainant that it would not, perhaps, be impru- 
dent if he were to petition Sir G. Grey upon the subject.
